WHEREAS, this is in substance ldentical with the previous application
congidered on September 17, 19“6 for the change of only Lot 1 out of thig
block for the same purpose and, therefore, for all intents and purposes
. thig application is a renmewal of the previous application, with the differ-
ence that additionsl lots are included covering the entire south half of
this block for the avowed purpose of eircumventing the objections %o a spot
zone; and

WHEREAS, at this hearing a number of property owners and interested
citizens of that community appesred before the Board vigorously protesting
the granting of this change on the grounds that there is no need or demand
for this additional package store, that ifs operation would increase the
undesirsble conditions existing at this location, and would creabte further
adverse effects on the surrounding property, disturbing the peaceful enjoy-
ment of the residences across the sireet and to the rear therecf, and would
further increase immorsl conditions snd evil influences on the youth of the
community; and

WHEREAS, the inclusion of the additional lots in such a change could
concelvably result in the establishment of additional package stores and
digpensation of liquor, against which this application offers no guarantee,
vhich would still further asggravate any evil conditions now existing in
this location; and

WHEREAS, the Board carefully considered thls application and the tes-
timony of both the applicant and the proiestants and deemed that in view
of the existing conditions in this partlcular location, no further evidence

or valid reasons have been presented Justifying the establishment of a
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liquor package store and the dispensing of more liquor than the present
non-conforming use now provides, and that further Jjustification for denying
this application and change rests in Section 1 of the Zoning Ordinance of
the City of Austin, which states that VYzoning regulations and districts as
herein adopted and established have been made in accordance with a compre-
hensive plan, for the purpose of promoting the health, safety, morals, and
general welfare of the City of Austin," and on this statement and pur purpose
of the Ordinance alone there is emple grounds for the disapprovel of this
application, and if it is the purpose of the Ordinance to preserve and
promote the morals and general welfare of the community under a comprehensive
plan of land use it would not be consigtent to permit uses for the sole
benefit of individuals as operators or property owners in the sbsence of
any general public demand which would violate the intent and purpose of the
Zoning Ordinance; therefore,

(3) A gas main in GUADALUPE STREET, from Genard Street to
Zennia Street, the centerline of which gas main shall be
Te5 feet west of, and paraliel to, the east property
line of sald Guadalupe Street.
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Said gas main described above shall have a cover of
not less than 2% feet.

A gas mair in ZENNIA STREET, from Guadalupe Street
easterly 12b feet, the centerline of which gas main
shall be 7.5 feet south of, and parallel to, the north
property line of said Zennia Street.

Sald gas maln described shove shall have a cover of not
less than 2% feet.

A gas main in TOWNES LANE, from a point 155 feet west of
Bxposition Boulevard westerly 192 feet, the centerline
of which gas main shall be 7.5 feet south of, and paral-
lel to, the north property line of said Townes Lane,

Sald gas main described szbove shall have a cover of not
less than 2% feet,

A gas main in WERNER AVENUE, from a point 315 feet south
of, Bast 38% Strest, northerly 294 feet, the centerline
of which gas main shall be 12,5 feet west of, and paral-
lel to, the east property line of said Werner Avenue,

Sald gas maln described sbove shall have a cover of not
less than 24 feet.

A gas main in GILBERT STREET, from Robin Hood Trail to
Raleigh Avenue, the centerline of which gas main ghall
be 7.5 feet south of, and parallel to, the north proper-
ty line of said Gilbert Street.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not
less than 2} feet.

A gas main in WEST 32ND STREET, from Harris Boulevard
easterly 147 feet, the centerline of which gas main shall
be 7.5 feet south of, and perailel o, the north property
line of sald West 32nd Street.

The Texas Public Service Company is hereby put upon notice that the
City of Austin does not guarentee that the space assigned gbove is clear
from other undersround utilities, but is based upon the best records we
have at hand, and that the minimum depth stated does not have any refer-
ence %o the fact that greater depths may not be required at specisl points.
When the Texas Public Service Company requires definite information upon
the ground as to elevations or working points from vhich to bagse the locam
tion of their assignments, they shall apply to the Director of Public Works
not less than three (3) days before such information is required. The Texas
Public Service Company is further put upon notice that they will be requir-
ed to bear the expense of repairs or replacement of any underground utility
damaged during the construction of lines nemed in this resolution.

And that whenever pavement is cut in the vicinity of a fire plug,
water must be used at intervals during the course of backfilling of the

ditchese
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That the work and laying of said gas maling, including the excavation
in the streets and the restoration and maintenance of seld streets after
said mains have been lald, shall be under the supervision and direction
of the ity Mansger, and under all the pertinent terms and conditions of
the certain franchise granted to said Company by the City of Austine
